The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows *

Moymaatatna  SgcrioN 1. Jobn E. Glover, Isaac I Wing, and
Wwm. H. Phipps, their heirs or assigns, are hereby aun-
thorized to erect, maintain and keep up a dam across
the Totogaticanse river on section eleven (11) in town-
sbip forty-three (43) north, of range ten (10) west, in
Douglas county, Wisconsin; provided that such dam
shall not raise the water 10 exceed twelve (12) feet;
provided further, and the right to maintain said dam,
or to erect and maintain the rame is apoa the express
condition that the parties hereinabove named, their
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heirs or assigns, now own or shall acquire by purchase
or lease the land upon which said dam is, or is to be
crected and maintained. )

SEcTION 2. The aforesaid Glover, Wing and Phipps, sitdes in aam.

Christian Weber, his heirs and assigns,
are bereby authorized to erect and maintain a dam,
not exceeding eight feet in height, on Big Eau Pleine
river, in Marathon county, oun the noritbwest quarter of
the southeast quarter of section thirteen, in town:hip
number twenty-seven north, of range three ecaat, (being
on land owned by them.) for msnufacturing and by-
draulic purposes; provided that the same shall be
subject to the existing laws regarding the flowage of
lands.

SecrioN 2. The raid Christian Weber, his heirs
and assigoe, shall build and maintain suitable gates
and sluice ways for the paseage of logsand timber down
said river.
